New York.—If you walk to the 
rim 
of 
Manhattan 
and 
gaze 
across the sunlit waters, it Is pos­ 
sible to look upon two prison is­ 
lands. One is Welfare, where the 
city corrals some of its criminals, 
and the other is Governor's, where 
military prisoners are held on their 
lonely Elba. 
Welfare is a lovely strip of land 
that squats in the middle of the 
East river, and Governor’s is a 
bleak, ship-shape base that sits in 
the harbor Just below the foot of 
New York. 
On Sunday afternoons, when it Is 
nice, the "wrong guys” who are 
Welfare island’s guests sit down to 
a grandstand view of the river. On 
the nearby Manhattan mainland, 
some of the city’s most la-de-da 
citizens pay big money for pent­ 
houses with no better—or not as 
good—a view as the lugs, thugs and 
felons of the island prison get. 
Along the green lawns of the is­ 
land. facing the Manhattan side, 
the prisoners sit in rows and look 
out upon fussy tug boats with their 
lumbering charges, the lowly scows; 
upon the important Boston and 
Long Island Sound boats, churning 
up and down importantly; upon the 
occasional venturesome rowboats; 
and upon the queens of the river, 
the snooty yachts which design to 
pass along this nautical highway. 
AU "Wrong Gays” 
On Sunday afternoons, one side 
of life looks across to see how the 
other half lives. 
Crooks, thieves, 
bandits, narcotic peddlers and wife 
beaters—all “wrong guys’’—sit like 
an audience In a lecture hall and 
look across the ribbon of tumultous 
water at the 
“otlier 
half”—the 


canopied penthouses that look down 
upon them, disdainfully, from Sut­ 
ton place and Beekman place, the 
swanky apartment houses Of the 
middle east side. 
There is apt to come ai catch In 
the throat of him who gazes across 
at the men who did wrong as they 
sit there, silent for the most part, 
staring across the stream that locks 
them from freedom.

Prisoners At Work 
On Governor’s island, that haven 
that once held behind its bars a 
draft-dodger named Grover Cleve­ 
land Bergdoll, you find a different 
scene. On Governor’s they don’t sit 
in the sun and gaze at that most 
magnificent 
of 
all 
architectural 
scenes, tho skyline of downtown 
Manhattan* They work, and work 
hard. 
The prison is an ancient fort, 
built of heavy stones and circular 
like a railroad round house. 
The 
prisoners go out to work two at a 
time and, marching a dozen paces 
behind each pair, is a soldier carry­ 
ing a shot gun. The army doesn’t 
take any chances on its prisoners 
escaping even though they are sep­ 
arated from Manhattan by a wide 
stretch of water which is a boiling 
cauldron of treacherous currents. 
You can see them there any after­ 
noon as you ride by on a cutter . . . 
two prisoners stepping along at mil­ 
itary count . . . one. two, three, four 
. . . and just behind is that vigilant 
guard with his weapon. 
On Welfare and Governor’s Is­ 
lands you’ll find no modern Count 
of Monte Cristo The deadly cur­ 
rents and whirlpools throw up a
